The 11-day strike, aihieh crippled the food: distri- 
bution system of the world’s largest city and: 
spread through 20 provincial centres until ap- 
proximately 60,000 men were involved, ended 
last night when strikers’ delegates voted by 
724°to three to’ go back to’ work on Saturday.
